THE CROASDA1LE CANNERY. 

Euuingofa Long Series of Litigation Arising 
Out of Its Sale. 

Before the Divisional Court yesterday 
the injunction secured by J. A. Say ward, 
at the instance of Jos. Boseowitz, re- 
straining tho Sheriffs sale of tho Nans 
R : ver Cannery at Westminster, was dis- 
solved, and tho sale will accordingly take 
place. It will closo a case in which there 
has buon tt long aerioa of litigation. In 
1884 Findlay, Durham & Brodie sold to 
Peter Birroll tho cannery known as the 
"Croasdailo Cannery," for about #15,000, 
for which ho paid part cash and was to 
givo a mortgage over tho plant to secure 
tho balance. The mortgage being de- 
layed in its preparation, Mr. Birroll pro- 
ceeded to the cannery and took posses- 
sion without having executed it. He ran 
the cannery for that season, and on re- 
turning to Victoria alleged that the can- 
nery was in bad condition and refused to 
givo the mortgage. Findlay, Durham it 
Brodio sued, and the defendant counter- 
claimed for damages. During tho pen- 
dency of tho suit, tho defendant sold 
all tho trade goods ou hand to 
Rev. A. E. Green, of Greenville, Naas 
river, for about §2,000, part of which was 
paid in cash and notes given for the bal- 
ance. Re>'. Mr. Green was made a party 
defendant and an injunction arcpliad for, 
but. Mr. Green, who bad bought the goods 
in good faith, consented to return them 
on being indemnified for liis notes, which 
was done, and the case dismissed as to 
him, Jn the meantime the steamer Bol- 
cowitz was secured and the plant taken 
from tho cannery on tho Naas and stored 
at Rivers Inlet. The owners of the 
steamer charged about §4,000 for the trip, 
considerably over the value of the ma 
chinery. The case finally came to a trial 
and judgment was given for the plaintiffs. 
A bailiff fpr Sheriff Armstrong executed 
a writ some weeks ago against tho ma- 
chinery at Rivers Inlet, and it was under 
this that the properly was offered for sale, 
and against the latter the injunction, just 
dissolved, was secured.

In the deputies to-day, referring to 
Tisza'a speech, M. Goblet stated that M, 
Deerais, French minister at Vienna, had 
been instructed to question Premier Kal- 
noky, who deeply regretted the incident. 
Ho declared no affront had been intended 
Franco and that Austria desired to main- 
tain tho present excollent relations with 
France. Herr Von Tisza had also after- 
ward disclaimed any intention to wound 
French feelings. Franco was bound to 
beliovo these declarations sincere. 
"It now depends," continued M. 
Goblet, "upon Premier Tisza to 
dispel any misunderstanding that 
may remain. The policy of France 
is essentially pacific and is remote from 
aggression as from weaknesses.

If our neigh- 
bors adopt measures which are prejudicial 
to the intorests of France, we do not wasto 
words over useless recrimination but wa ; t 
our own time to tako what steps are 
necessary in the matter. "JSveryono," 
concluded the speaker, "will admit that 
this policy befits alike tho dignity and in- 
terests of Franco."

THE CHINESE CASE. 

I " Times " Charge Against I'rof. Menzies 
of Selling Chinese Girls. 

Tho Times of Wednesday and last even- 
ing contains lengthy statements concern- 
ing the alleged trafficking in Chineso girls 
by Prof. Menzies, well-known through- 
out tho province as a magnetic healer. 
The charge, reduced down to facts, is that 
the professor sold a Chinese girl, formerly 
an inmate of the Chineso home, to a 
Chinaman for §150, declaring,— ou the 
refusal of Rev. D. Eraser and Rev. J. E. 
Starr to make the pair one, — in a receipt 
for 8100 that they were married. Our 
contemporary .scorns to have plenty of 
proof, furnished evidently by Mr. Gard- 
ner and tho two clergymen, that Prof. 
Menzies carried out the programme ho is 
charged with, and the lattor should be 
brought before the proper authorities for 
investigation. 

I'rof. Menzies is also accused, in 
company with a certain Mrs. Craw- 
ford, with having spiritod away 
another' Chinese girl, Ah Loy, to the 
other side of the line, ostensibly 
with a view of selling her to an owner of 
some Chineso house of prostitution. The 
girl was seen in his company on tho Rith- 
et, dressed in European clothes, and with 
her faco daubed with pigment for the 
purpose of deceiving the public into the 
belief that she was an Indian girl. 

(! ranting that the facts, as above briefly 
stated, are true, the Professor can hardly 
lie regarded in any other light than that 
of a procurer, and it seems strange that 
the police were not informed of the mat- 
ter; or that the gentlemen having knowl- 
edge of tho affair should nut have sworn 
out an information against the offender. 
Prof. Menzies left on tho steamer Yosem- 
ito for Vancouver yesterday morning, and 
if he has any fear that he will be wanted 
1 answer to the charge, he has by this 
time undoubtedly taken the overland 
route into Washington Territory. Wheth- 
er ho is available for examination or not, 
an investigation into the affair should at 
once ho hold by the authorities so that 
sworn testimony may bo had concerning 
the stated outrage.

ENGLAND'S INDUSTRIAL SUPREM- 
ACY. 

It was once thought and taught that 
England was destined to become the 
workshop of the world. The only ground 
for the opinion was the fact that tho 
nation was actually supplying the manu- 
factured goods in many leading lines for 
a groat part of the world. The argu- 
ment was, however, not conclusive, for it 
did not follow that Continental Europe 
would continue mainly agricultural, or 
would refuse to introduce the labor-sav- 
ing machinery which made it possible for 
Great Britain to capture tho world's 
markets. The French and Germans are 
;is ingenious artisans as the English, and 
as clover in tho devices that simplify and 
expedite manufacturing. The truth is 
that England is indebted to the immigra- 
tion from France and Switzerland for 
many of her greatest mechanical inven- 
tions, and for nearly all the cun- 
ning workmen who made the 
country the workshop of Europe. A 
period of comparative immunity from in- 
ternal turbulence and Foreign aggression 
itt a time when all other nations wore in a 
turmoil, and when on tlio continont no 
capitalist could bo quite sure that his 
workshop would not become- the head- 
quarters of a battalion, gave* British en 
torpriso an enormous advantage. The 
British were rich when their neighbors 
were poor. They were secure 
when other empires wore uncer- 
tain who would bo their next masters. 
They had the ships of tho world to carry 
their goods to market, and bad a virtual 
monopoly of the trade in the 
English speaking countries, ami 
with tho British possessions of what 
ever language. A fow* decades have 
changed all this. The Germans, the 
French, the people of 'tho low countries, 
have found it safe to invest in manufac- 
turing enterprises. Their capitalists have 
boon able to find good workmen willin: 
to serve at low wages. The tonnage of 
the world is as much at the service of a 
German exporter as of a Lancashire firm. 
Tho United States, South America, Cana- 
da, Australia, China, and even India, 
take their goods from the country which 
gives them the best bargains. Great 
Britain and the continental nations are 
competing on terms quite different from 
those which prevailed thirty or forty 
years ago. Germany and Franco have 
come to the fn nit in some lines of mauu 
facturing in which a fow years ago Eng 
land was supreme. German silverware 
and cultery may to-day bo found on the 
shelves of hardware shopB which not lonj. 
since contained only English goods. Ji 
all tho neutral markets Germany has been 
steadily gaining a market at the expense 
of England. And it is now recognized 
( hat no ono nation will again bo able to 
call itself the workshop of tho world. 
This great progress of (iormany is a 
familiar subject, but a recent valuable 
treatise of I'ririce Krapotkine shows that 
what is true of Germany is true of nearly 
all other continental nations. Russia, 
which a generation ago was tho ideal of an 
agricultural nation, and was one of Eng- 
land's best customers for manufactured 
goods, has made remarkable' industrial 
progress. The value of her manufactured 
produce has increased in twenty 
years from $180,000,000 to $750,- 
000,000, while during tho past ten years 
the imports from Great Britain have 
greatly decreased. Austria and Hungary 
are described as becoming practically in- 
dependent of other nations. Italy is in- 
creasing her imports of raw material. In- 
dia and Brazil aro already manufacturing 
groat quantities of their own cotton. 
Prince Kraptoikirie argues that the time 
is coming when agricultural produce will 
be consumed by the people living in the 
neighborhood and engaged tli'oro in other 
industries. This tendency was recognized 
long ago by Horace Greeloy, who could 
not boo why grain should bo conveyed all 
the way from Illinois to Lancashiro to 
feed an operative engaged in making cot- 
ton cloth for tho American farmer's shirt. 
It struck Greoloy that it would bu better 
economy for tho cotton spinner to live 
near tho farm and save tho cost of freight 
both ways. The British manufacturer is 
not likoly to hold what remains of his 
continental market. Ho will probably bo 
able to retain his fair share and no moro 
of the trade of foreign nations. Tho col-

National fisheries aro a sourco of 
trouble to other countries besides Eng 
land and Canada. In response to numer 
ous complaints made by Belgian fisher 
men as to tho conduct of the North Sei 
fisheries tho government of llolgium a] 
pointed a commission of enquiry which 
has just concluded its labours. The fol- 
lowing are some of the principal recoui 
tnendations of the commission, whicl 
give expression to tho wishes of the Bel 
gian fishermen: 

"1. The commission is of opinion tha 
the fishing in Belgian waters should he 
exclusively reserved to Belgian fishermen 

"2. It thinks that it would be useful t 
establish an international marine tribunal 
constituted especially for the purpose i 
deciding differences and suitu arising b( 
tweon fishermen of various nationalities. 

";!. The commission agrees with th 
opinions expressed by several witnesse 
that tho division of day and night betweei 
tho herring fishers and trawlers would be i 
useful measure, and calculated to proven 
many conflicts. 

"4. It considers that by increasing thi 
Belgian squadron engaged in the fisheric 
protection service in the North Sea, th 
government could put down or proven 
many conflicts."

THE MEMORIAL. 
Having learned that the Jubilee Hospi- 
tal committee may reconsider at an early 
date the question regarding a situ for tho 
proposed Jlibilo'e Hospital, the Victoria 
Ministerial Association bog most respect- 
fully to represent to the Jubilee Hospital 
committee the inconvenience of tho site 
already selected, and at tho same time in 
the interests of tho public at large, for 
thu following reasons the very groat de- 
sirability of selecting a site nearer the 
centre of population. 

1. The situ already selected is so far 
distant from the business centre of the 
city that in case of accident tlio removal 
thither of' the injured would involve a 
great deal of pain and possibly danger. 

2. The distance of the site already se- 
lected will in all likelihood stand in the 
way of the hospital being largely patron- 
ized because, in case of accident, and cer- 
tain kinds of disease, neither the patients 
themselves nor their friends nor the at- 
tending physicians would feel warranted 
in incurring tho risk of removal. 

3. Tho distance to be traveled, besides 
consuming a great deal of tho time of the 
Board of Attending Physicians, must oc- 
casion them much inconvenience, and at 
the same time may possibly prove detri- 
mental to the interests not only of the 
patients tltoy aro attending, but also of 
tho hospital itself. 

4. To people having friends in thu hos- 
pital whom thoy desire to visit, the dis- 
tance must occasion, if not expense, at 
all events weariness and inconvenience. 

0. A number of ministers of tho city 
for years hack have boon holding religious 
services, at the request of the inmates, in 
tho Royal Hospital on Sabbath afternoon, 
and since the organization of tho Victoria 
Ministerial Association its members have 
united, and are now engaged in affording 
tho inmates of tho Royal Hospital the 
privilege of regular religious services on 
Sabbath afternoons, and in case simitar 
services aro conducted at tho Jubilee 
Hospital, as also for tho purpose of assist- 
ing tho sick and attending funerals. Tho

of money to his credit towards a "Bune- 
volent fund," which has reached the sum 
of $2,052.39. This amount, though not 
so larae as his friends had hoped to raise, 
affords substantial proof of the sympathy 
entertained for us by somo good people 
in the world. W. Duncan 

I am glad "Pioneer" has pub in the 
Times that pari of Mr. D. 's lutler, even 
though it is introduced by a quotation 
from mine, instead of these words from 
another writer, viz: — that "Mr. Duncan 
was making desperate efforts to obtain 
money from the United States," etc 
With such a Bum at command, wo cai 
hardly conceive of desperate efforts buiuj. 
required at present. 1 may again say 
plainly that I have it on the perfect as- 
suranco of friends, who were in the east- 
ern States when Mr. D. gave addresses, 
by request,in tho largest. — I I. W. Beecher'a 
— and other churches he, contrary to eus- 
fcmi, persistently refused to allow "collec- 
tions" to be taken up at these meetings. 
Hut since that time, many have boon vol- 
untarily moved to give, and to ask others 
to contribute to this benevolent fund; 
also quite a number have personally vis- 
ited this mission, and have so reported in 
eastern papers as to produce spon- 
taneous liberality in many minds, the 
gifts are voluntary, free-will offerings, 
Besides, I have on good authority that 
Mr. Duncan was not at first inclined to 
accept this proffered aid, his aim being to 
have an industrial self-sustaining mission. 
That is his ideal, which, if realized, will 
surely bo appreciated by many, apart 
from all church diversities, as helping the 
solution of a hard provincial problem, 
though tho experiment is made in the 
United Stales; for, in this mission the 
Americans already profess to see the prac- 
tical settlement of Indian affairs in their 
country, hence their interest in Now 
Metlakahtla. 

"Pioneer's" letter affords me opportu- 
nity to repeat that this mission is inde- 
pendent, i. e., not connected with any 
church or society, therefore not sustained 
by any denominational support. 1 did not 
write to ooinmend the isolation of this 
mission, but to explain the position — that 
they could not consistently ad. aid from 
any church, all offerings must, bo volun- 
tary gifts. 

1 have no feeling of opposition to 
any Christian church or society ; they are 
all required, if blessed by God's Spirit, in 
our new country, and there are points of 
harmony and links of co-operation between 
all, unseen by superficial onlookers. This 
may become more manifest in the near 
futuro, when divine influences give a new 
impulse to Christian thought and action — 
producing deeper catholicity and liberality. 
Since that good time has not fully come 
I may bo permitted to quote from my 
first letter, these words, "It would not 
be a wonderful thing if it should turn out 
that money may be desired at Now Matin 
kahtla, as in most other places." And to 
ad-i, that tho means required might b< 
forthcoming, for Christianity is large) 
than any visible church — broader thai 
all the sections on earth combined 
bounded alone by Him who is the Head of 
all things to the church.

"What do yon, 
want of the head man/" Should tin 
ply prove satisfactory a boy or gir 
ill very likely onierg:* from one oJ 
the huts, saying: "Uoro ho is, Ik 
has just returned." 'I he reason foi 
this deception very likely rises fivu 
fact that the natives of Z IuIiimI 
have iiyed in a slate ok insecurity 
many generations, and when a Kins, 
leeided to assassinat.o an ludlvidi:a 
ie usually despatched one or two men 
for the deed, and lo deny the prosellCi 
of the man whose life was in dangei 
was a nioasuro of precaution and ne- 
cessity.

Some think thai tin- 
Zulus resort lo these denials thinking 
them safeguards, for if the request 
for foo I should he :U once complied 
with, and the person partaking should 
become ill or die, suspicion would at 
once be .- rouse I against the donor. 
"Why was he so ready to give upon 
the asking?" would then be said, 
But » his is bri-iging mo into the realm 
of Zulu supers: it ions, which are 
legion, anil would require much space 
for discussion. — lUv.

Jjimlta tlint Should be Torn Down. 

In various parts of the district com- 
prised in tho lire limits nro tumble-down 
wooden buildings, which nro a menace to 
surrounding valuable property, A very 
prominent instance of this is tho collec- 
tion of dilapidated buildings on Wharf 
street, adjoining tho Occidental hotel. 
Thoy are at present tenanted by carpen- 
ter and coopor shops, and to keep them 
from falling are supported by props 
against their sides. They aro, without 
doubt, a constant source of dangor on ac- 
count of tiro, and should be torn down by 
the city authoriti s. Frequent, complaints 
have boon made to tho latter by the busi- 
ness men on Wharf street, but thoy have 
been met with the reply that the mat ter 
should bo brought before tho council by 
requisition, This, in such a case, is al- 
most unnecessary. The building inspector, 
in tho person of tho city sur- 
veyor, should condemn such struc- 
tures, and after proper inquiry the 
order should go forth for them to bo 
pulled down. Tho instance quoted is but 
one of the many that exist in the tire 
limits, and it is about time that tho ques- 
tion was taken in hand and dealt with. 
Substantial improvements are being mado 
in many quarters, and their existence 
should not bo jeopardized by permitting 
such dangerous structures to remain. 
So long as unprogressivo absentoo land- 
lords can demand and receive high rentals 
for valueless property they will not move 
in the way of improvement. If tho city 
takes measures of the kind suggested 
above, thoy will bo compelled to do so, 
and will eventually be beiielilod in re- 
ceiving increased rents.
